*** SHIFT TO SOUTHWEST WINDS TODAY *** 

DISCUSSION: The shift to southwest winds continues today with all areas likely to experience southwest winds by 
afternoon. Winds will be especially gusty over ridges, aligned gaps and saddles, and down close to 1-80/505 in Branch XL 
where the Bay and Delta breezes will enhance winds. Marine air will be in over the valleys at shift change, and as this 
marine air mixes out late morning, conditions will suddenly worsen. 


SATURDAY: *** WINDS BECOMING MORE SOUTHWESTERLY *** 

• WEATHER: Mostly sunny. Areas of morning stratus in Napa Valley, Russian River Valley, and near the SF Bay. 
e WIND (20 FT): Valleys: Light and variable through 1100 then becoming south 5-10 MPH with gusts to 15 MPH. 

Gusts to 25 MPH possible in the valleys of divs KK, GG, CC. Ridges and gaps: northwest 4-8 MPH through 1100 
then becoming west-southwest 8-13 MPH with gusts to 18 MPH. 

• MAX TEMPERATURES: bottom: 92-97, top: 88-93. 

® MIN RH: 23-28% bottom, 28-33% top 

Branch X: Winds: North-northwest 5-10 MPH with gusts to 15 MPH through 1200, then becoming west-southwest 5-10

FIRE BEHAVIOR 


GENERAL: Fuels are at holding at the 90th percentile for ERC and are available to burn, continuing through the 
next 7 days. Fuels are highly receptive to ignition from embers, or new ignitions. Expect ignitions outside control 
lines to be highly resistive to control. Larger diameter fuels will continue to consume causing a threat when near 
control lines. Roll out and tree torching is probable, and will contribute to the spotting potential. 

Rates of Spread- up to 1.5 mi/hr, Flame Lengths up to 25 ft 

*Greater rates of spread and flame lengths are possible when wind and slope are in alignment. 

Probability of Ignition: up to 90% Spotting Distance: Spotting up to Vz mile. 


SPECIFIC: 

West Zone Meyers - This fire is burning in heavy timber broken up by grassy meadows. Concerns for today will 
be a change in wind direction. Today’s South-southwest wind could affect the North-northeastern lines. An 
established spot across Meyers grade or Fort Ross roads will challenge control efforts. Control opportunities to 
the North and East are limited, and Fuels become more continuous. 

Walbridge - Expect the fire to be active on the eastern flank again today. Heavy fuels and difficult terrain will 
challenge control efforts. Today the fire will experience a South-southwest wind. For the last 4 days, the fuels in 
the south have been shaded out by smoke and little clear air has been available, this will change today. Lines in 
the Northeast will be challenged by todays wind direction. As the fire comes out of higher terrain it transitions to 
lighter fuels and will have an increased rate of spread. 

East Zone- 

Branch XX- With the Southwesterly wind, expect open flanks to burn in the brush and oak woodland fuels to the 
North-northeast. Northwest movement is possible, where local terrain can funnel the wind. Fire spread South 
towards Three Peaks and Angwin is possible in the timber and understory fuels on the North slopes. 

Branch XXX- Expect the fire to back downslope in the heavier fuels towards Hwy 16. Potential for fire 
movement to the North along Hwy 16, funneled by terrain winds. Grass and shrub fuels have burned recently, 
with some dead shrub skeletons available to burn. Good nighttime humidity recovery in the valley bottom will 
moderate burning after dark. 

Branch XL- Fire will continue to back to the south, with minimal spread to the east possible. Roll out into 
unburned fuels can cause uphill runs with the wind. Interior pockets of fuel will continue to burn out. 


AIR OPERATIONS: Areas of stratus in the morning. 


SAFETY 

Escape routes and safety zones are a must, especially with the extremely dry fuels and observed fire 
behavior! 

Stump holes/ ash pits from the larger fuels will be present over most of the complex area.

EXTREME FIRE BEHAVIOR 

Review Wildland Urban Interface Firefighting in the IRPG. 

Monitor current weather conditions and forecasts. Make sure all personnel receive 
a briefing every shift. Work within your capabilities when limited resources are 
available. Maintain adequate escape routes and safety zones. Set trigger points 
when appropriate. Adhere to the 10 Fire Orders, mitigate 18 Situations, and use 
Structure Defense Tactical Actions when protecting structures. 

ALL 

STEEP TERRAIN / ROLLING DEBRIS 

Watch your footing while hiking in steep terrain. Be careful of loose rolling debris 
Maintain Situational Awareness and separation. 

ALL 

DRIVING 

Drive defensively! Narrow winding roads are hazardous. Slow Down. Drive with 
headlights on and seatbelts on. Be alert for heavy trucks and high speed opposing 
traffic crossing into your lane. Use warning devices when operating near traffic. 

ALL 

FATIGUE / HEAT / DEHYDRATION 

During periods of hot/dry weather with limited resources be alert for signs of 
fatigue and take breaks as necessary. 

Monitor incoming resources for level of fatigue. Drink water before, during and 
after shifts, up to 1.5 gal. per shift. Be alert for signs of heat stress in yourself and 
others; use the buddy system. Eat small meals often and when possible. 

ALL 

COV1D 19 

Maintain 6’ distance whenever possible. Utilize masks, frequent hand 
washing/sanitizing, disinfect common surfaces, follow Napa County Public Health 
Guidelines. Monitor for symptoms, follow reporting procedure. 

ALL 

BACKFIRING and BURNOUT 
OPERATIONS 

Before beginning a backfiring or burnout operation, ensure that: 

Lookouts are posted, communications are established with both firing and holding 
teams, escape routes and safety zones are established and not compromised by the 
firing operations. Ensure approval and relay to all adjoining forces. Follow the 

Firing Operations Checklist. Wear full PPE. 

ALL 

DOZER SAFETY 

Watch for rolling material. Monitor safe working distances. Avoid working below 
a Dozer. Utilize communication with the operator (radio or hand signals) 

Watch for signs indicating buried high-pressure gas lines, stay out of the dust. 

ALL 

POWER LINES 

Follow Powerline Safety guidelines in the IRPG. 

Communicate power line hazards to immediate supervisor. 

Flag area around downed power lines and deny access. 

Treat all downed power lines as energized. 

ALL 

AIRCRAFT OPERATIONS 

Monitor air-to-ground frequency, they are your eyes in the sky. 

Use air-to-ground frequency to communicate with aircraft. 

Use clear, concise statements when directing aircraft. 

ALL 

HAZARD TREES 

Identify and isolate the area to provide for safety of others. Flag and make the 
proper notifications. Evaluate all trees prior to working under or near them. 

Don’t fall any tree outside of your qualification. 

ALL 

LINE CONSTRUCTION 

Conduct thorough briefing for all personnel. Ensure LCES in place prior to 
engagement. Establish adequate safety zones. Use Downhill Line Checklist. 

Utilize Risk Management Process (IRPG). 

ALL 

LIMITED RESOURCES 

Always work within the capabilities of yourself or your crew. Apply a risk 
management process to identify hazards, implement a plan, and evaluate progress 
frequently. Do not implement a plan that relies on other resources showing up. 
Anticipate changes, stay flexible, and be ready for the unexpected.

Archaeological and Historic Properties: 
General Fire-line Guidance. 


Do not compromise safety for the protection and preservation of archaeological and historic properties. 
When possible and prudent: 

1. Be on the lookout for prehistoric and historic archaeological sites. These sites typically occur adjacent to 
streams and springs, confluences are often especially sensitive. However, sites can occur in other areas 
too. The most common indicators of prehistoric sites in this area (North Coast Ranges) are scatters of 
shiny black obsidian flakes from tool making activities and dark midden soils. Historic-era sites include 
homesteads that contain foundations, rock chimneys, and stone / brick-lined wells. Historic-era mining 
sites are possible as well. 

2. Note, that not much of the area has ever been surveyed for archaeological resources and many sites out 
there have yet to be discovered. 

3. If you observe archaeological resources, flagged or unflagged, attempt to avoid with ground disturbing 
activities altogether. 

4. If avoidance is not possible, minimi ze ground disturbance. Use a hand crew rather than a dozer to 
remove fuels from control lines that must cross site areas if possible. 

5. Leave all artifacts in place as some may have been intentionally placed for religious or ceremonial 
reasons. 

6. Note locations of discovered resources on a map, better yet, take site coordinates with a GPS. Leave 
information for the archaeologist so that the sites can be relocated and protected during Fire Suppression 
Repair. Flag the site in red if possible. 

7. If you encounter a burial or other human remains, cease work in that area and contact the archaeologist 
, immediately. 

Your help preserving California's non-renewable cultural resources is appreciated. It is our responsibility as 
federal and state employees to help in the protection of our heritage - preserving these places, and artifacts for 
scientific, cultural, educational, spiritual, and religious uses.
